In June, 1906, a Grand Jury in the County of 
New York, in the Court of General Sessions, 1n- 
quired into the facts of a crime alleged to have 
been committed in New York County, involving 


the shooting_of Stanford White, and the Grand | war. 


Jury presented to the court an indictment 
against Harry K. Thaw, charging him with 
murder in the firet degree for the killing of 
Stanford White, to which indictment the 
fendant has pleaded not guilty, and is now in 
the City Prison awaiting his trial. For the 
purpose of preparing the case for trial sub- 
poenas are made by the District Attorney and 
addressed to witnesses, requiring them to ap- 
pear and testify before the Grand Jury in an in- 
vestigation before it. 

These subpoenas are not made for the pur- 
Pose of procuring any new indictment for the 
killing of Stanford White, but for the purpose 
of procuring evidence to be used against the 
defendant at the trial. The witnesses are re- 
quired by the District Attorney to be sworn be- 
fore the Grand Jury and the depositions are 
taken. The newspapers keep track of the wit- 
nesses thus produced and undertake to state the 
facts to which they have testified. The taking 
of these depositions against the defendant has 
been chiefly intrusted to Assistant District At- 


torney Garvan, and from time to time inter- | 


views purporting to have come from him have 
appeared in the public press, in which the in- 
tent to take the depositions before the Grand 
Jury for use against Harry K. Thaw at his 
trial has been plainly stated. 


Has Forty-three Depositions. 

The affidavit quotes an alleged inter- 
view with Mr. Garvan which was pub- 
lished in an afternoon paper, in which Mr. 
Garvan is quoted as saying: ‘‘I have al- 
ready taken the depositions of forty-three 
witnesses for use at the trial of Harry K. 
Thaw.”’ It continues:

10 years and 9 months old, and served 
for four months, when he was discharged 
on account of his youth. He enlisted 
again in 1862,.when 11 years and 5 months 
| old, and served until the: end of the war. 

| It is said to be probable that after he 
| nad been discharged Howe exaggerated 
his age the second time he applied. Dr. 

Houston, the medical referee, said that, 

of all the thousands of cases that had 

passed through his hands, this jwas cer- 
tainly the youngest soldier. 

Howe enlisted as a drummep boy, and 
his record of three years one/month and 
fifteen days does not show that he was 
away on furlough a single day for any 
'cause. He was ill, however, at Camp 
Shiloh April 80, 1862, and from Dec. 31, 
1862, to June 1, 1863, and again Oct. 31, 
1863. 

The record was developed in conn«ction 
with an application for increased pension, 
which was granted. The first service was 
in the Fifteenth and the second in the 
Fifty-fifth Illinois Volunteers.

At Lublin, Poland, reyolutiorists yes- 
terday executed a workman who was 
suspected of being a spy, and at Nizani 
Novgorod and Vasniky the cashiers of 
the spirit monopoly were robbed anil 
killed. At Lublin to-day two gendarmes 
were killed in the streets, the assassins 
escaping. 

A bank at Sosnitsa, Province of S0s- 
nitsa, was robbed yesterday. At Tiflis 
an Armenian locomotive engineer was 
shot in his cab by an assassin concealed 
in the néighboring woods. 

Workmen at Rostoff yesterday killed 
‘fan alleged Government provocator. At 
Yaroslav bombs were exploded at the 
residences of the Chief of Police and an 
officer of the gendarmerie. 

In view of the terrorized state of the 
population of Baku, the Governor General 
has ordered all persons to stay indoors 
from 9 P. M. to 56 A. M. Persons on 
whom arms are found will be imprisoned 
for three months. 

The ‘‘ Red Squadron,” the new terrorist 
party, is still spreading its propaganda In 
the Caucasus. 

The assassin of Gen. Kozloff of the 
Headquarters Staff, who was murdered 
in the English Park at Peterhof last Sat- 
urday, has been identified as a Lett be- 
longing to an organization the members 
of which have sworn to kill Gen. Trepoff, 
Gen. Prince Putiatin, and thirteen other 
persons intimately connected with the 
Court. The assassin was chosen by lot.

| SHORT IN HIS ACCOUNTS. 


| Late Major G. A. Bartlett of the Treas- 
ury Defaulted for $19,000. 


i Special to The New York Times. 

| WASHINGTON, July 17.—The examina- 
tion of the books of the late Major George 
A. Bartlett, disbursing officer of the 
| Treasury Department, has disclosed that 
at the time of his death in February he 
was short approximately $33,000. Of this 
$14,000 was due to the defalcations of 
James W. Boyd, who had acted as dis- 
bursing officer for the Marine Hospital 
Service, and is not chargeable to Major 
Bartlett. 

Major Bartlett had held his office for 
many years, and was trusted implicitly by 
|the Treasury officials. The examination 
of his books has not revealed exactly his 
|methods of operation, but it is supposcd 





| that he was enabled to make away with 
Government money through the careless- 
ness of the auditors who went over his 
accounts monthly, and who had such con- 
| fidence in him that they never required 
| him to make an exact showing. 

It was the custom for the disbursing 
officer to draw in cash each month a 
sum ample to pay all the employes of the 
| department. But as a matter of fact 
| there were always some of the employes 
absent, and often others were entitled to 
pay for only a part of the month. Major 
| Bartlett was not required to cover the 
|surplus back into the Treasury, but it 
was permitted to accumulate in his hands. 
When called upon by the auditors he al- 
| ways had a sum of cash to show, which 
seems to have been taken for anted as 
the proper amount. No careful examina- 
tion of his books was undertaken until 
W. S. Richards, the present disbursing of- 
| ficer, assumed office. When the first dis- 
|crepancy appeared it was the belief of 
| Secretary Shaw and other Treasury of- 
|ficials that it was due merely to the in- 
| tricacies of the system of accounts, and 
that further examination would straighten 
matters out. 

The Fidelity and Deposit Company of 
| Baltimore, which was on Bartlett's bond, 
has been called on to make good the 
deficit. There is no explanation of what 
became of the money. Major Bartlett 
had no expensive habits, did not play the 
races or gamble in stocks, and lived sim- 


ply.

in our exports was reached in 1892. 
Four lean years followed, but the bill- 
ions have been unbroken since 1897. 
Soon it will be two billions, but last 
year it was only $1,748,763,612. It 
was in 1903 that we reached the billion 
standard in our imports, and when we 
reached it we did not hold it. The year 
just closed, however, shows that then 
{it was handsomely exceeded, the aggre- 
gate being $1,226,615,3879. The total 
falls just a trifle short of the sentimen- 
| tal three billions upon which all lovers 
of records and big things had set their 
j hearts. The aggregate is only $2,970,- 
| 378,991, but the lacking $30,000,000 will 
hardly prevent this year going into the 
three-billion class in popular phrase. 
The biggest total trade, however, does 
not yield the biggest excess of exports,

826 in the famous year of 1901. The 
excess upon merchandise movement 
brings us only one-tenth its face in ex- 
cess of imports of gold, or precisely 
$57,653,320: It is rather surprising 
that it brought us so much, for it is 
recognized that the movement of gold 
is related rather to banking and finan- 
cia] considerations than to trade. These 
are figures to be proud of, and yet they 
are good but for a single twelvemonth. 
If promise is any index to performance 
the year now a fortnight old will enable 
us next July to repeat the words with 
which these remarks began. 

We have only bare totals as yet. The 
distribution of our trade by classes is 
yet to come, although a division into 
agricultural and manufacturing ex- 
ports may be made by deducting the 
former from the total of all. Of equal 
interest with the classification of prod- 
ucts will be the classification of coun- 
tries, showing any change in the cur- 
rents of trade. Needless to say, we 
yield to none in pride with these evi- 
dences of solid prosperity, which we 
take leave to class among those things 
which Wall Street has not discounted 
in its preference for prices over profits 
as index of values. Still we cannot 
wholly share the delight manifested by 
friends who differ with us regarding 
the blessings of protection over the re- 
lation between our exports of agricult- 
ural and manufactured products. 

The growth of manufactures in our 
foreign trade is considerable, and is 
cause for congratulation, but the rela- 
tion between the two classes depends 
largely upon the crops.

When agricultural exports 
have a record of varying between $520,- 
000,000 in 1895 and $867,000,000 in 1901, 
there is obviously too wide a variance 
comparison with manufactures, 
is much more stable.

Why should we exult that our foreign 
trade is so large, when it is so much 
smaller than our 83,000,000 population 
and incomparable natural resources en- 
title us to expect? And why should 
they who are most influential in hin- 
dering our foreign trade éexult unduly 
over its growth despite the obstacles 
they interpose? The exports and im- 
ports per capita are cause for modesty 
rather than for pride. Especially is 
this so since the boast is made possible 
only by including copper and petroleum 
and other gifts of Gop among the prod- 
ucts of manufacture. If only we were 
allowed to buy and sell cheaply, or ata 
natural price, then indeed we should 
have cause to rejoice at totals dwarfing 
even those which are to-day so fair 
cause for congratulation. It almost 
seems as though certain compunctions 
or tenderness of conscience explain re- 
joicings which have so little just basis 
as those over our exports of manufact- 
ures. We are improving, but we are 
hardly by rights in the class of-charac- 


teristically manufacturing nations, 


THE FIRST RUSSIAN LAW. 


For the first time in the long history 
of the great Empire of Russia money 
is to be expended from the public Treas- 
ury with what Western nations regard 
as ‘‘authority of law.” That is to say, 
the money has been voted by an assem- 
bly of representatives of the people, 
and, though the bill was rejected by 
the upper house, the Council of the Em- 
pire, under the advice of the Emperor's 
Ministers, it has been signed by the 
Emperor himself. 

The full significance of this action is 
to be seen only when we recall the na- 
ture of the bill, its specific provisions, 
and the reason of its rejection by the 
Council. The bill appropriates $7,500, - 
000 for the relief of sufferers from 
famine. With its object no party in the 
State and no public officer would dare 
to quarrel. But the Duma, guided by 
leaders who have been able usually to 
keep clearly in mind their ultimate pur- 
pose to bring all legislative action with- 
|} in the control of the people’s represen- 
tatives, provided that the money for 
this appropriation should be secured by 
internal economies and not by fresh 
|; taxation or by loans which would have 
in the end to be repaid by taxation. 





To this the Council and the Ministers, 
representing substantially the bureauc- 
racy, responded with that “ non possu- 
mus” which is the first and last resort 
of reactionaries. They declared: that, 
while the object of the bill was com- 
mendable and evan imperative, it would 
be impossible for the Treasury to meet 
any such demands upon it without fail- 
ing in obligations already assumed—the

racy have so long enjoyed. When the/ welcome of his countrymen. 


bill was reported back to the Duma, 
with the dissent of the Council, it was 
promptly repassed in its original form. 
Though at this juncture, according to 
the fundamental laws, there was no 
means of getting the bill any further, 
it was, by some action that has not been 
reported, submitted to the Emperor, 
and he has signed It. ° 

According to the principles and prec- 
edents of orderly responsible parlia- 
mentary government, this would neces- 
sarily be followed by the resignation or 
dismissal of the Ministers. We cannot 
expect that in Russia with any confi- 
dence. Probably in the mind of the 
Czar the bill he has just signed draws 
its full force from his signature alone, 
no matter whence it comes, and he 
has doubtless very vague notions of 
the logical implication of his act. Nev- 
ertheless, it remains true that in an 
acute difference between his Ministers 
and the popular Assembly he has sided 
with the latter, and in a matter of 
money. It is a step in the direction of 
putting the pursestrings in the hands 
of the Parliament, and that in all prog- 
ress toward representative government 
has been the first step the world over. 


MR. TAFT’S VACATION. 

When we say that Secretary Tart’s 
announcement that he is going to take 
a@ vacation will be received by the 
country at large with satisfaction, we 
might be supposed by the ribald to 
mean something not wholly compli- 
mentary to that excellent public serv- 
ant. Far from such is our meaning. 
Our meaning is that if there be any 
public man in our country who has 
richly earned his ‘“‘ junket,” the Secre- 
tary is that man. We should not even 
say junket, that being a technical term 
(‘local U. 8.”) applicable only to a 
public officer who has his private 
fun at the public expense. We should 
say holiday. For only think what 
the work is that Mr. Tarr has been 
doing since he entered the Federal 
service. First, to smooth over the dif- 
ferences between the Spanish varnish 
of punctilio on the Malay backing of 
the Filipinos on one hand, and on the 
other American public servants, civil 
and military, of whom the former were 
of all grades and varieties of incom- 
petency and irrelevancy, and the latter, 
though mainly of a high degree of com- 
petency, were frequently insufficiently 
unaware of the effect upon the Filipino 
mind of official behavior strictly “ con- 
formable to regulations.” When we 
think of the task of the Secretary when 
he was the Governor General, and of 
the acceptability and success with 
which he performed it, we think there 
must be some mistake about the spell- 
ing of his surname, and that the “f” 
in it has been inadvertently substituted 
for a “o,” 

And when he returned to his native 
shores he found the same task heavily 
incumbent upon him. It fs part of his 
discretion that nobody will ever know 
what a number of situations bristling 
with difficulties he has composed, how 
he has been the lightning rod down 
which the impulsive wrath of his chief 
and of other American statesmen has 
been harmlessly conducted and sizzled 
away into the oblivious earth. Many 
persons have “ by parcels heard ” of his 
demuicent influence, and of the angry 
eruptions which he has prevented by 
timely unction, but he alone knows 
them all. Upon one occasion Secretary 
BLAINE was in charge of a centennial 
celebration which included the foreign 
descendants of an American Revolu- 
tionary hero, foreign descendants stiff 
with the rigor of extreme militarism 
and supersensibility. Mr. BLaIne sub- 
sequently protested in private that he 
would rather walk the length of Broad- 
way with a cage of canary birds in one 
hand and a cage of rattlesnakes in the 
other than to have again the task of 
entertaining those official guests to 
their liking. But such employment has 
been chronic with the Secretary of 
War. His own temper it is true that 
he once rather conspicuously lost, at 
the immediate expense of poor Mr. 
WALLACE, and at the ultimate expense 
of himself. But what considerate man 
will blame temporary failure of self- 
control in an official upon whom the 
burden of the President-cum-Congress 
combined and conflicting notion of Pan- 
ama has been laid? 

But, some man may say, Mr. TAFT 
has already had those periods of rest 
involved in crossing and recrossing the 
wide Pacific. One might almost reply 
to such a man tin the language of 
Scripture, “Thou fool.” An official 
in charge of an assorted cargo of ora- 
tors, ‘‘ of opposed political faith,” every 
one of whom was cocked and primed to 
give mortal offense to every foreigner 
he met, from the Emperor of Japan to 
the Sultan of Jolo, to say nothing of the

BRITISH CLOTHES. 

It is of course well that the 
hosts of the International Congress of 
Architects should give their foreign 
guests timely notice that it is “‘ not 
English” to appear in evening clothes 
except in the evening. To the foreign 
guests this may seem like a repetition 
of the Scriptural expiatory command 
to “be unclean until the even.” But 
no civilized man going to Rome will 
hesitate to do as the Romans do about 
these sartorial and other observances. 
He cannot enjoy making a guy of him- 
self in the eyes of the natives. And 
certainly those distinguished French- 
men and other Continentals whom the 
Englishman or the American sees going 
about the streets of Paris in the morn- 
ing in what he calls evening clothes 
produce upon him a queer and confus- 
ing uncertainty whether the persons 
thus attired have been up all night or 
merely mean to be up all night. 

And yet it is proper to remember 
that the British use, so far as Europe 
is concerned, is insular and provincial. 
All over Europe the rule, for occasions 
of ceremony, for a man who has no 
uniform to wear, is evening dress. For 
occasions of particular ceremony there 
is some reason to believe that some of 
the English are dissatisfied with their 
own insular habit. It is reported that 
King Epwarp, the natural British law- 
giver on these points, has strongly 
suggested that deputations which come 
to wait upon him in the morning shall 
come in Court dress, saying, “ This is 
not a republic.” Gen. BuTLEeR, when 
Governor of Massachusetts, was de- 
rided for wearing evening clothes to a 
Harvard commencement. But he main- 
tained and went near to proving that 
the official and ceremonial costume of 
the Governor of Massachusetts was 
“full dress.” At any rate, what is 
sauce for the Continental goose ought 
to be sauce for the insular gander. It 
will be quite proper for the hosts of 
the next Architectural Congress to call 
to the attention of their British guests 
that on the Continent evening clothes 
are worn ‘for ceremonial occasions in 
the daytime. And it will, or would, be 
interesting to learn how many of the 
British guests. would conform to the 


custom of the country.

close to amazement. Mrs. LABARED’s 
husband was killed by fanatics on the 
slopes of Mount Ararat, but she does not 
ask the Government to insist on the 
punishment of his murderers, and she 
does ask that it refrain from the ex- 
action of an indemnity of $50,000 from 
Persia. Not only does she refuse to capi- 
talize her loss, but she explains her re- 
fusal in a way that will please everybody 
except those whose conduct In similar 
circumstances has been so extremely dif- 
ferent as to necessitate a comparison. 
She believes, she says with unquestiona- 
ble accuracy, that the mission cause 
would receive serious injury if an in- 
demnity were taken, since it would be 
viewed as “blood money” ~~ the great 
mass of the people among w. »m her hus- 
band worked. She protests, too, against 
the size of the demand made upon Persia, 
and expresses the fear that insistence 
upon it will merely lead to the imposi- 
tion of a new and heavy tax upon the in- 
nocent inhabitants of the district. There 
is, of course, another side of this case. 
Missionaries are entitled to protection 
from the Governments that, no matter 
whether gladly or not, permit them to 
enter their territories, and failure to pun- 
ish the murder of a missionary is likely 
to have disastrous consequences for those 
still living among populations in part at 
least bitterly hostile. It seems that Per- 
sia, recognizing its obligations and re- 
sponsibilities, has already paid $30,000, 
and has promised not to levy the sum as 
a special tax upon the province. That 
would seem to be enough to emphasize 
the gravity of the offense, and Mrs. La- 
BAREE’s argument should receive the 
earnest attention it deserves, especially 
from the missionary bodies that in the 
past have sometimes been a little too 
eager to demand both blood and money 
when their representatives have suffered 
the martyrdom they had to some degree 
invited when they went into places where 
they knew the law was weak and hos- 
tility inevitable. We all remember what 
Germany demanded and took from China 
as the price for two slain priests. That 
was not & pleasant episode, and it fully 
justified the many cynical comments it 
received from all sides.

Nothing could 
be further from our intention than to ex- 
cuse the drivers who commit, or the own- 
ers who permit, the abuse of horses, but 
we do not see either utility or sense in 
accusations that go far beyond the truth 
and are calculated to give the city a bad 
name, which it does not deserve.

with respectful attention, but it is more 
than a little hard to believe that he has 
explained the proneness of these blacks 
to pneumonia and other throat and lung 
troubles by the excellence of the ventila- 
tion and sanitation which characterizes 
the barracks in which they are lodged 
by their new employer. It is quite true 
that the negroes all through the West 
Indies live in deadly terror of “ night 
air’’—and of the ghosts of one kind or 
another that walk in darkness—and, by a 
long process of elimination, they have 
developed the ability to shut themselves 
up tightly in a hut at dusk and to come 
out of it alive in the morning. This habit 
was not so stupid as it seemed, however, 
for, if “‘ night air” is no more dangerous 
in the tropics than it is elsewhere, the 
night-flying mosquitos there are, and by 
crooked logic, as often happens, a fairly 
correct conclusion was reached by these 
doubly darkened ones. It hardly follows, 
however, that because the Jamaica ne- 
groes had a better reason than they knew 
for half-smothering themselves every 
night, they would be injured by fresh air 
if properly protected from the only perils 
such air contains at any hour in the 
twenty-four. And of course they are so 
protected in the new barracks under the 
Gorgas régime. It may be that a lot of 
them are having trouble with: their 
throats and lungs, but it seems probable 
that the. number is not as great as it 
would have been if they had remained at 
home and continued to pass their nights 
in a state of semi-asphyxiation. That 
their much-exploited laziness is due to 
insufficient nourishment in the past is 
easy to believe, but it must not be for- 
gotten that what to the man from the 
North seems an exasperating and crim- 
inal form of laziness in the resident of 
the .tropics is really an unconscious 
adaptation to conditions as they exist 
there, and that the penalty of such activ- 
ity and industry as are natural in cooler 
climates is swift exhaustion and death 
not long delayed. The habits of the na- 
tive are no models for the visitor, but 
they do usually have an explanation other 
than stupidity or sloth.

known the incidents of any criminal case 
to be accurately reported, and when it 
came to amateur scientific deductions of 
reporters these were characterized by fan- 
tastic imagery which was at times ludic- 
rous. In such recent trials as that of 
Prusser, the Terranova girl, the Tighe 
ease, and that of Thaw there has been a 
revel of misrepresentation which is very 
unfair to every one concerned, and if the 
editors of papers such as yours and the 
public at large derive their opinions from 
such drivel it is no wonder that the cen- 
sure of experts is as drastic and general 
as it is. 

A word about the Tighe case, which, for 
some reason best known to the District 
Attorney's office, has been widely ex- 
ploited at this time.

As to the alleged abuse of expert test!- 
mony in courts generally, it may be said 
that there are all kinds of doctors as 
well as lawyers, and that there is not a 
standard of conscience or education. Many 
of us have recognized the growing evil 
which attends the indiscriminate hiring 
of men with bad reputations and without 
adequate knowledge of their profession, 
who, in fact, are not experts at all, and 
who are willing to build up theories or 
break down histories of actual insanity 
for pay, and it is not difficult to find the 
reason for all this, 

In conclusion I wish to call your atten- 
tion to what, without exaggeration, may 
be called the horrible iniquity of trying 
the cases by the sensational press in ad- 
vance, which is becoming more and more 
common, and which naturally destroys all 
the rights-of the prisoner, either through 
condemnation or a yulgar and senseless 
theory of defense which originates in the 
mind of some callow reporter. It is high 
time that the courts should follow the 
example of Judge Francis M. Scott, who, 
in the Terranova case, for the first time, 
so far as I am aware, censured newspaper 
misrepresentation. In a case in which I 
appeared two Or three years ago in Eng- 
land a particularly offensive reporter, who 
had served his apprenticeship with one of 
the worst newspapers in this country, at- 
tempted to “try the case" in one of the 
London yellow journals, and was promptly 
brought to the bar of the court by the 
Lord Chief Justice and punished for his 
contumely. So, you see, they do these 
things better abroad, where at least every 
man is presumed to be fully innocent until 
he is found guilty.

Right Word at the Right Time. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The editorial in your issue of this morning 
under the heading, ‘‘ Hired Witnesses *’; is de- 
serving of the highest commendation. It is 
the right word, fitly spoken, at the right time. 
The abuse has continued entirely too long, 
and means should be found to prevent its 
longer existence. You refer to a communica- 
tion from a ‘‘ retired ’’ Justice of the Supreme 
Court. How about the Justices who have not 
retired? Can the abuse continue if they set 
themselves against it? This testimony which 
is bought and paid for is worthless; no con- 
viction obtajned on such evidence should ever 
be allowed to stand. 

But that is not the only crying abuse in 
connection with trials for murders and other 
great crimes. The methods employed by the 
criminal branches for the detection and pun- 
ishment of crime are criminal from beginning 
to end; the District Attorney, the Sheriff, and 
the police each and all consider themselves 
superior to the law, (and to all intents and 
purposes they are,) and they act accordingly. 
Evidence against persons accused of crime 
is obtained by methods more criminal than 
the act of which the person under arrest is 
charged. The whole thing is known and 
acknowledged and openly defended. 

I served as a@ juryman qn a criminal case 
in New York City some five or more years 
ago. What I then learned would make it 
practically impossible for me to serve again; 
I never could convict. The methods employed 
against an innocent man were perhaps legally 
permissible, or sanctioned by custom, but the 
men who used those methods and caused an 
innocent man to be kept in the Tombs for up- 
ward of six months ought each and every one 
of them to have been sent to the penitentiary 
for ten years. But there was no redress for 
the accused, and no way to punish the offi- 
cers of the law who hounded him. A crime 
had been committed, and they wanted credit 
for arresting somebody.

Canada’s Immunity from Excessive In- 
terest—Clearing House Lessons. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

What you say in your editorial to-day 
about the quantitative theory of money 
is very interesting and your conclusion 
that “ prosperity Is not proportioned to 
the amount of money per head, but is 
rather proportioned to the scientific use 
to which money is put” seems to be a 
sound one. 

A very complete illustration is found by 
comparing the currency system of our 
little neighbor, Canada, with our own. 
We have a per capita circulation of $31, 
while Canada has only $21, yet Canada is 
largely an agricultural country, needing, 
like ourselves, both capital and currency 
foredevelopment. And when money on 
the New York Stock Exchange was 
quoted at 100 per cent. Canada in the 
midst of her crop nearing season was able 
to send some millions of gold to the re- 
lief of the New York money market. 

The reason is found in her sensible bank 
eurrency system, which automatically and 
regularly expands and contracts year 
after year, with the legitimate demands 
of business and the movement of the 
crops. 

You very aptly compared the $18 per 
capita of Great Britain and the $19 of 
Germany, but the case of Canada is per- 
haps better because business conditions 
there are more nearly like our own. You 
also show how much greater has been 
the expansion of bank clearings in the 
United States than that of money in cir- 
culation, and an analysis of these clear- 
ings show some interesting figures. In 
1904 the clearings of New York City were 
15 per cent. less than in 1908, while for the 
rest of the United States the clearings 
were only 1% per cent. less. Chicago, St. 
Louis, and New Orleans, important com- 
mercial centres all, showed increases in 
1904 over 1903. Comparing 1905 with 1904 
New York clearings showed an increase 
of 54 per cent., while the rest of the 
country showed an increase of only 15 
per cent, 

These figures appear to measure the 
activity or inactivity of the stock mar- 
ket in New York City rather than that of 
the commodity markets, and probably 
account for the great variations in the 
prices of leading stocks as compared 
with the relative stability of commodity 


prices to which you refer in your edi-

The earliest mention of a strike fund ec- 
curred in the strike of the Parisian stecking 
weavers in 1724, when a crown a day was sub- 
seribed for every striker, and all blacklegs 
were mercilessly boycotted. But the biggest 
strike under the “‘ ancien regime’’ was that 
of the silk factory hands at Lyons, in 1T#, 
when 12,000 men went on strike, and se 


alarmed the Mayor that he conceded every- 
thing they asked, and wrote to his brother that 
he had “la tete cassee par cette vile canailie.”” 
The ‘vile canaille,’"’ however, had had their 
moment, and it was no longer theirs. Two 
months later the King sent down 20,000 sol- 
diers ‘*‘ pour remettre l'ordre dans la bonneville 
de Lyon;*’ and we hear no more of strikes till 
the supreme strike of 1789.

SINCLAIR EXPLAINS 
HIS HOME COLONY 


300 at His Meeting to Applaud 
Anti-Worry Syndicating. 


100 FAMILIES ARE READY 


Doesn't Want All Socialists—Meeting 
Favors Co-operation in Child 
Raising. 


Not less than 300 persons answered Up- 
ton Sinclair’s call for a preliminary meet- 
ing at the Berkeley Lyceum last night 
of all those who are interested in a 
home colony to be ofganized for the pur- 
pose of applying machinery to domestic 
processes, and incidentally to solve the 
servant problem. The idea of the pro- 
posed colony is to “‘ syndicate” the man- 
agement of children and other home wor- 
ries, such as laundering, gardening; and 
milking cows. 

The response to Mr. Sinclair's call 
gratified him immensely. When he went 
on the stage he was smiling almost eo- 
statically. The audience applauded him 
and then began to mop their faces, for 
the Httle Lyceum was almost filled, and 
some one had shut the front doors. 

The audience was made up about equal- 
ly of men and women. 4A large proportion 
seemed to be of foreign birth. Many of 
them were Socialists, judging from their 
manifestations of sympathy for Socialistic 
doctrines. The mentioning of two news- 
papers which disapprove of Socialism on 
their editorial pages was hissed, Mr. 
Sinclair himself said that he had thought 
of asking a Socialist to act as temporary 
Chairman, but that his man had thought 


that two Socialists on the stage at the |. 


same time would frighten the more con- 
servative members. 

The meeting lasted about two hours. Mr. 
Sinclair, at various times, had the floor 
about an hour and a half. Now and then 
the arguments caused a high pitch of ex- 
citement, and more than once four people 
were trying to talk at the same time. In 
the end always, however, what Mr. Sin- 
clair suggested was accepted, including 
the appointment of committees and other 
preliminaries of organization. 


A Dozen People Are Ready Now. 


For Mr. Sinclair is certain that his home 
colony is to come about. He said in his 
introduction that he had about a dozen 


people who had agreed to go in with him, | 


whether anybody else did or not. But last 
night's meeting indicated, in Mr. 
clair's opinion, that a home colony of at 
least 100 families could easily be organ- 
ized.

The 
young Philadelphian wanted to work in 
the kitchen himself, Mr. Sinclair said.

Nobody outside the “inner circle” in 
the Belasco theatrical fortress in Forty- 
second Street has been able to find out 
yet whether Mrs. Leslie Carter is going 
to leave David Belasco’s management or 
not.

RIGHT TO A PRISON CELL 
DEMANDED BY GOURDAIN 


Beseeches Supreme Court to 
Help Him Break Into Joliet. 


MAY USE PRIVATE PRISON 


Lottery Man’s Dark Threat If Highest 
Court Doesn’t Protect Him—A 
Question of Honor. 


Special to The New Ycerk Times, 

WASHINGTON,, July 17.—Louls A. 
Gourdain, the man who has been trying 
to break into the Illinois State prison at 
| Joliet, came to Washington this afternoon 
to get the assistai.ce of a» Supreme Court 
Justice in his struggle for a striped suit. 

He heralded his approach by a serics 
of telegrams asking the clerk of the Su- 
preme Court to have one of the court 
stenographers meet him at the Raleigh 
Hotel to take down his petition for a writ 
of mandamus. Accordingly he was met 
by the stenographer, and in the course of 
a few hours produced a remarkable pe- 
| tition, which he intends to offer to any 
Justice of the court whom he can per- 
suade to act in the case. 

Gourdain comes of a well-known Louis- 
|iana family, and was connected with the 
; lottery there that ran opposition to the 
Louisiana Lottery. He went out of the 
lottery business, he said, the night when 
the law put the Loulfsiana Lottery out of 
the United States mails. 

The case in which he is now endeavor- 
ing to serve sentence arose out of a 
scheme for selling land that he was oper- 
ating when the Post Office Department 
got after him for fraudulent use of the 
| mails. He had twelve acres of land near 
the Jennings (La.) oil fields. ° 

He divided this parcel up into lots about 
twenty feet square. He advertised them 
extensively for sale. They ranged in 
price from $1 to $500, and the scheme was 
for any buyer to send whatever money he 
pleased. Gourdain took it and set aside 
any lot he liked, in supposition picking out 
|} one, the secret price of which had agreed 
with the sum remitted. He was engaged 
in some other schemes also, and the net 
revenue of them all, he said this evening, 
was something like $1,000,000 a month, so 
that in the little more than four years in 
which he was operating them he reaped a 
| profit in the neighborhood of $50,000,000 
| if hig estimate is reliable. Early last year 
jthe United States authorities got after 
him, and in December he was indicted in 
Chicago, where he had his headquarters. 

When the Post Office Department first 
accused him of fraudulent schemes, he 
said this evening, he employed W. Knox 
Haynes, a Chicago lawyer, not to defend 
|him, but to bring about his indictment. 
He declared that the schemes in which 
|; he was engaged were not fr:.udulent, and 
the quickest way to prove that they were 
not was to get into court. He agreed to 
wive his lawyer, he says, $500 a month for 
life, in payment for this service, and the 
lawyer's work was to terminate when an 
indictment had been found and the case 
brought to trial. The case came to trial 


in May last. He put in no defense, and 
contented himself with an argument. 

Gourdain told the jury that if they had 
the least doubt of the absolute honesty of 
his transactions he wanted them to con- 
vict him, and he solemfily promised them 
that if they should convict he would 
never make any effort to appeal or other- 
wise have the verdict set aside, but would 
abide the sentence. That, he says, is what 
he is trying to do now. 

“Some men worship money,” he said

Weight and Won Easily. 


FAR WEST TOOK HANDICAP 


Tyron and Killaloe Were Long-Chance 
Winners on a Wet Track at 
Brighton Beach. 


Seven races were run at the Brighton 
Beach track yesterday under a steady 
rain, which at times was heavy enough to 
soak the course and drench the crowds on 
the lawn and in exposed parts of the 
stands, but it had no apparent effect on 
the attendance and very little on the en- 
thusiasm of the seaside track's putrons. 
A cause for far more gloom on the part 
of the betting element was the long due 
shift in the fortunes of the public favor- 
ites, for while the results, three favoritos 
first in seven races, seemed to approach 
the average, there were two of the suc- 
cessful favorites that really won for the 
betting ring, both Kiagmesha and Sir Huon 
being at such short prices that the gen- 
eral public :efused to back them.

The Seagate was run before the rain 
had made the track really bad, though 
even then it was damp enough to be dead 
and slow. The start was made with Al- 
bert F. first away, followed by Sir Huon, 
while Gallavant, wheeling just as the 
barrier rose, made a half circle before he 
went on after the field. Tho moment the 
horses were in motion Maxie Witt went 
on from third place after Albert F., the 
pair making the first turn neck and neck, 
and both being under pressure when they 
entered the back stretch, while Sir Huon 
galloped under a pull in third place. Al- 
bert F. held the lead around the far turn 
and to the middle of the bend into the 
straight, where Maxie Witt showed in the 
lead, and the two in front went to fighting 
as if they were really contending for the 
stakes. Just as they were completing the 
turn into the stretch Troxler on Sir Huon 
let down that colt for a few strides, and 
he brushed to the front quickly and 
easily, and with that one move in the race 
had the victory won, for he had only to 
gallop the remainder of the distance, and 
won in a romp by two lengths from Al- 
bert F., which, ridden out, beat Maxie 
Witt a neck for the place. 

In the condition race, at six furlongs, 
Kiamesha, holder of the world’s record 
for a mile, got in with fifteen pounds off 
and frightened out all the possible con- 
tenders é¢xcept Bryan. Kiamesha broke 
behind Tom Cod, but went to the front at 
once and cantered In the lead all the way. 

In the handicap Von Tromp, top weight 
and favorite, shut up early in the contost 
and never was a contender, Far West, 
which had been backed as a ‘“ good 
thing,” racing out in front all the way 
and winning in handy style. The longest 
chance winners of the day were Tyron, 
against which 15 to 1 was laid in the last 
race, and Killaloe, agairst which 8 to 1 
was laid in the sixth race.

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DEWHURST’S FINE TENNIS. 


Defeats Little, Captain of American In- 
ternational Team, at Seabright. 


By a splendid show of brilliancy Edward B. 
Dewhurst worked a most remarkable upset and 
reversal of supposed form yesterday by .defeat- 
ing Raymond D. Little, Captain of the Amer- 
fean international lawn tennis team. The 
match was in the lose and out singles of the 
tournament on the courts of the Seabright 
Cricket and Lawn Tennis Club, Seabright, N. 
J. It was his first appearance on the courts 
of this country since his return from London 
last Saturday. Singularly enough Dewhurst, 
who hails from Australia, was nominated as a 
member of the Australasian challenging team 
for the Davis Cup matches. Little scored the 
winning point over the Australasians, and thus 
gained the right of the Americans to challenge 
the Englishmen for the trophy. Phat Dewhurst 
should be able to defeat Little by the score of 
6—4, 4—6, and 8-6 was a bumping surprise to 
the gallery of fashionable cottagers who had 
crowded the clubhouse while the storm lasted, 
and who waited until nearly 6 o’clock for the 
contests to begin. This was the only singles 
ccmpetition play, although Theodore Roosevelt 
Pell and Bernon S. Prentice were on the card 
for the day. Frederick B. Alexander and Har- 
old H. Hackett won the doubles match, defeat- 
ing William A. Larned and Karl H. Behr by 
the score of 6—8 and 6—38. 

Dewhurst from the beginning of the great 
singles match yesterday displayed the careful 
accuracy that has come to be a feature of his 
performances on the courts. He took no chances 
with Little, and in this he was in strong con- 
trast with the American. Little flagrantly left 
the biggest sort of openings, and not once did 
Dewhurst fail to make good use of them by 
sending the ball through true for the pass. 
But Little tried valiantly to win the match, 
and played his hardest in all three of the sets. 
He was too ready to place all his dependence 
upon his net game. Repeatedly he forced Dew- 
kurst to retire from the net, and then would 
make a dash for it himself. Occasionally he 
would attain the goal, and in a fierce rally, 
with the ball shooting back and forth across 
the net on the volley, Little would bring off 
the point with a brilliant cross stroke. More 


often Deyhurst met the ball half way up his 
court as he saw Little attempt to gain the net, 
and with a perfect full-arm sweep the Aus- 
tralasian would drive the bal! cleanly back fora 
pass that caught Little compietely off his bal- 
ance and on the run. 

After losing the first set at 6—4 Little set a 
pace which, more because of the vigor that he 
threw into it than for the skilifuJness or the 
game, allowed Little to win the succeeding set 
at G—4, With the third and deciding set the 
real cleverness and finesse of the two men were 
shown. Dewhurst was masterful in the way he 
coaxed Little into making onslaughts on the 
net position. It was on these ‘‘run ups"’ that 
Dewhurst found Little an easy victim for his 
passing strokes which never went astray, Lit- 
tie made a game effort to pull the set out after 
the first deuce had been called. He was no 
match for the steadiness of his opponent, how- 
over, and lost the set and match at 5—4.

The cheapest race horse that has won this 
season on a New York track was Tyron, win- 
ner of the selling mile and a sixteenth race 
at Brighton Beach yesterday at odds that 
ranged up to 15 to 1. Tyron, when tn the stable 
of W. H. Snyder last year, was a very fast 
horse and a winner in good company, but went 
wrong, and when the Snyder Stable was weeded 
out early in the Spring was sold for $175. He 
ran yesterday with an ankle as large around 
as a gallon jug, but the soft going seemed to 
favor his unsound leg and he romped in away 
off before his field, repaying his owner, A. 
Booker, many times over for the purchase 
pricg. 

The announcement has been made that on 
Saturday next the horses in training in the 
stable raced for the estate of S. S. Brown, in 
the name of W. H. Brown, and trained by 
Robert Tucker, will be sold at auction by the 
Fasig-Tipton Company at the Brighton Beach 
track. The best-known horse in the stable is 
Agile, though the stable also contains a num- 
ber of two-year-olds that have won, With tbe 
sale the colors of 8. S. Brown, cherry with 
blue cap, which have been conspiccvous on the 
turf both East and West for twenty-five 
years, will be abandoned by W. H. Brown, 
brother to the turfman, who founded the stable 
and the Senorita Stud. Capt. Sam Brown in 
the years that he raced won many notable 
victories, including the Suburban of 1886 with 
Troubadour, a Realization with the Sunbeam 
colt, later named Daily America, and a Brigh- 
ton Handicap with Broomstick, in addition to 
racing among other good horses Senorita, Hy- 
phen, and Reporter. 

Two winners of selling races were bid up at 
the Brighton Beach track yesterday, one of the 
two, Clements, which captured the opening 
race, finding a new owner in Michael Clancy 
at $1,600, or 3600 more than he was entered 
to sell for. The other, Hyperion, entered by C. 
C. Smithson to sell for $900, was bid up to 
$1,500 by W. 8. Price and retained by his 
owner for the usual $5 advance. 


Blandy, owned by August Belmont and a 
starter in the mile and a sixteenth handicap 
at Brighton Beach yesterday, pulled up so lame 
after his race that it was said he had 
broken down permanently. The horse has been 
ailing since the early Spring and his break- 
down has been expected at any time. Blandy 
is the horse that won the trophy offered for the 
winner of the first race ever run on the Bel- 
ment Park track. 

Robert Pinkerton yesterday at the Brighton 
Beach track was compelled to renew his fight 
on behalf of The Jockey Club with the agents 
of poolrooms who have been sending racing 
news out of the track surreptitiously. The race 
track police have been watching closely for 
signalers and yesterday caught the first one 
that has been detected in several weeks and 
ejected him from the race track inclosure. 

A conference between the officials of the rival 
racing organizations of the West, the Western 
Turf Congress and the American Turf Associ- 
ation, has been arranged to take place in New 
York, and Congressman Rhinock of Kentucky 
is here to consider the plans for a truce with 
L. A. Cella of the Western Tu.f Congress. It 
is said that the plan of the agreement shetaty 
is settled on and that the rival associations will 
divide dates at New Orleans next Winter. 
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AUTOISTS AT BLUFF POINT. 


A. A. A. Tourists Visit Ausable Chasm 
—Baggage Truck in Tight Place.

BLUFF POINT, N. Y., July 17.—After one of 
the most delightful runs ever made by automo- 
bilists in a competitive tour in this country 
the particlpants in the National A, A. A. tour 
arrived here shortly after noon to-day. The 
run was from Elizabethtown, a distance of 
thirty-oight miles, and 5 hours and 29 minutes 
were allowed to those competing for the Glidden 
and Deming trophies to cover this distance. As 
the roade were quite good, little trouble was 
experienced in maintaining the schedule. The 
start was uneventful except for the scarcity of 
fuel, especially cylinder oil, Those who had 
plenty, however, shared with those who needed 
oll, and in consequence no one was delayed. 
The first stage of the run was to Ausable 
Chasm, a distance of twenty-one miles. For 
five miles the autoists had rough uphill going, 
and then followed seven miles of sandy but 
fairly good road. The tourists wound around 
the bases of Deerfield and Poka Moonshine 
Mountains and skirted the shores of Butternut 
Pond and Augur Lake. 

At Ausable Chasm the tourists stopped for 
two hours and visited the famous place. The 
run to Hotel Champlain was seventeen miles, 
and the sohedule allowed 564 minutes. The 
first five miles was fair country road, and 
then the tourists encountered a fine macadam 
rood, at the same timo catching their first 
glimpse of Lake Champlain, majestic in its 
wide expanse and quiet repose. Upon reaching 
Plattsburg the route turned south and passed 
the barracks of the United States Army post. 
Arriving at Bluff Point the afternoon was spent 
in various methods of enjoyment. 

The twenty horse power Knox wagon, which 
is carrying the baggage, arrived at 5 o'clock 
this afternoon. It spent last night in the 
mountains nineteen -miles beyond Elizabeth- 
town. While following the narrow road along 
the side of a deep chasm it became stalled by 
the giving way of the outer edge of the road- 
way. The truck hung over the edge, and this 
morning a gang of lumbermen helped. to raise 
it and build a road under its outside wheels.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Aliens Cannot Import Goods Free of 
Duty—Other Decisions. 


In a decision by Judge Waite the Board 
of United States General Appraisers yes- 
terday partially sustained a protest filed 
by the Central Vermont Railway Com- 
pany in behalf of three importers of 
Shropshire sheep entered for breeding 
purposes. It appears that two of the 
importers are American citizens, while 
the third is an alien. The Collector ex- 
acted duty on all the !mportations, where- 
upon the importers, through the forward- 
ing company, took an appeal to the board, 
it being asserted that as the animals 
were imported for breeding they should 
be given free entry. 

Judge Waite says that while the sheep 


are properly registered In the books of 
the American Shropshire Registry Asso- 
ciation, free entry can be accorded only 
to the sheep entered by the two Ameri- 
can citizens. It is held that the Dingley 
tariff law does not permit a foreigner 
to bring in entries exempt from duty. 

Other importers’ claims partially sus- 
tained were filed by John Dunn, Jr., of 
Philadelphia and E. Swasy & Co., Port- 
land, Me. 

A protest by the Sheldon Dry Goods 
Company, Columbus, Ohio, was dismissed.

PUBLIC MONEY = BANKS. 


Secretary of the Treasury Makes His 
Offer General. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—The Secre- 
tary of the Treasury authorizes the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“‘A large number of banks have asked 
to be destgnated depositaries of public 
money. To these the Secretary has made 
the universal offer to leave with the bank 
one-third of the proceeds of any Panama 
bonds it may buy under bid direct from 
the Government, taking purchased bonds 
at par as security therefor. These offers 
have been, in the main, to small banks. 
He now makes the offer general, but 


limits the amount, of such deposits to any 
one bank to $5,0¢ 

* The certbnee calls attention to the 
circular invitation for bids wherein the 
Government reserves the right to permit 
bidders offering the anaes prices to in- 
crease the amount of their purchases. 
This reservation, the Secretary says, was 
made to avoid She possiniiity of a combi- 
nation between bidders and will not be ex- 
ercised to the Bre udice of any one who 
has bid above 108%.”

GARY LIKES STEEL OUTLOOK. 


Thinks Present Trade Conditions Are 
as Satisfactory as Possible. 


E. H. Gary, Chairman of the Board of Di- 
rectors of the United States Steel Corpora- 
tion, before sailing for Europe yesterday on 
the Kaiser Wilhelm for six weeks’ vaca- 
tion, said that the present outlook in the 
steel trade was as satisfactory as it could 
be. The unfilled orders on the books of 
the United States Steel Corporation show 
very little change compared with the 
large totals reported in the last quarterly 
statement... Orders received in June, it 
appears, were nearly double those placed 
in June, 1905. Judge Gary pointed ont 
that the excellent crop prospects Ieft little 
doubt that the railroads would want all 
the steel and fron products which they 
had ordered. 

No announcement regarding the ore deal 
between the Steel Corporation and’ the 
Great Northern, according to Judge Gary. 
is likely to be made socn. Neither is any 
immediate announcement likely concera- 
ing the issuance of the bonds by means 
of which it is proposed to raise part of 
the money needed to byild the new steel 
plant at Gary, Ind. The funds used so far 
for this purpose were set aside out of 
parninge and will be sufficient for some 

me, 


IRON AND STEEL NOTES. 


Rogers, Brown & Co.’s Cincinnati office 
sends the following comment on iron con- 
ditions: 

There is an increasing demand for iron dur- 
ing the last quarter, and some incuiries have 
been received for 1007 business. Malleabie iron 
is becoming scarce, and as we advance into the 
third quarter the sold-up condition of fur- 
naces in the Central West is becoming a very 
important item in calculations covering supply 
during the balance of this year. The same 
condition has been true of Southern furnaces 
for some time, and is now very marked in the 
Pennsylvania field. It would surprise many 
followers of the pig fron situation to know the 
number of furnaces which are practically sold 
up prior to January, 1907. 


COMMODITY PRICES. 


The high rate of commodity prices pro- 
portioned to consumption, as shown in 
Dun’s Index Number, gives no sign of 
diminution in comparison with previous 
years, though there is a proportionate 
seasonal falling off in the figure of 
$105.216 for July 1 compared with the 
figure on June 1, which was $106.794. On 
July 1 a year ago the figure was $98.312. 

The decline during June _ represents 
chiefly the seasonable increase in the sup- 
ply of products of the soil, and there is 
no indication that demand has diminished 
or that National prosperity has in any 
way received a check. In fact, five of 
the seven general classes into which 
these figures are grouped showed more 
or less advance during June, the only 
other division declining, besides the one 
embracing renet | and garden products, 
being the miscellaneous section, which is 
composed of building materials more than 
anything else. 

ere, the most notable losses were in 
brick, which accumulated because of the 
preceding sensational advance and sub- 
stitution of concrete in many buildin 
undertakings, and in some grades o 
lumber and other kindred lines which may 
have been inflated by specuJation. The 
rise in breadstuffs was due to exagger- 
ated reports of injury to the growing 
grain. 

It is interesting to note that prices of 
meats advanced during June, despite 
many predictions of curtailed business, 
and the metals division did not res ond 
to the seasonable reduction i. activity 
at iron furnaces and steel mills. The 
advance of about 7 per cent. over the 
level of prices a year ago probably rep- 
resents as fairly as any other record t 
improvement of conditions throughout 
the Nation.
